As, aD fcrip:ion of ber Perfon, ber Learnirg to Spin, 
and flewing Devoticn at Prayers; and when Wimen 
came, for their Diverfion, to the Town boufe, where 
fhe wus kept, to Spin with ber, fhe wou'd Laugh, and 
fiznify by figus fhe knew their meaning in fome furt, 
tho’ fhe c.uid never be taught to Speak; witu other 
particulars too many to Ennumerate.
